Greatest In History 
Castro and his men were ex­ 
pected in the capital Wednesday 
afternoon for one of the greatest 
welcomes in Cuban history. 
In a prelude, 
Manuel Urrutia, 
named 
provisional 
president 
by 
Castro, was flying from Santiago 
de Cuba this morning to take the 
central government reins in Ha­ 
vana. 
The people of Havana awaited 
Castro with full stomachs for the 
first time since 
the collapse of 
the Batista government and the 
dictator’s pre-dawn flight to Ciu­ 
dad Trujillo. 
The rebel chieftain, 
now com­ 
mander in chief of Cuba's armed 
forces, ordered 
an

stores, 
business and industries and tied 
up transport and communications.

He had said he would call off 
the strike when he was convinced 
Havana was safely in the hands 
of his men.

TRICKS IN THE SKY 
American scientists have been perform­ 
ing many ( lever tricks with the huge Atlas 
satellite that orbits the earth every 100 ^ 
minutos or so. They have sent up words, I 
and Atlas has repeated the words both 
voeally and by radio-teletype; they have 
stored messages in the satellite and trig­ 
gered their release to other points far 
across the nation; they have even sent and 
received messages in code. 
All this is remarkable— the more so be­ 
cause it signalizes the crude start of an era 
when satellites, whirling about the earth 
or synchronized with the planet’s turning 
so that they hover always above one point, 
will serve mankind in many ways. Such 
satellites could tremendously improve com­ 
munication facilities, in time of both peace 
and war. They could observe vast areas, 
help in far more accurate long-range weath­ 
er forecasting; they may be useful to 
astronomers, who now must contend with 
atmospheric distortion. 
It is exactly liecau.se of this great prom­ 
ise of the sat oil i tes that one’s mind keeps 
returning to the message which has passed 
back and forth so often between the earth 
and the Atlas whirling aloft; “Peace on 
earth and good will toward men every­ 
where.” The message has been one of pro­ 
found significance for 20 centuries. It takes 
on new signticance now as it is uttered in 
the voice of the president who speaks for a 
mighty, peace-loving nation. 
In a sense, the Atlas symbolizes all those 
complex devices which have in them the 
potential for both enormous good and un­ 
thinkable destruction. We, and all men of 
good will, have a deep obligation to make 
those words of peace a reality.

Indeed, the hazards of too much gain of weight in 
pregnancy are so great that a number of leading 
obstetricians simply refuse to take responsibility 
for the care of a pregnant woman unless she re­ 
stricts her weight gain to what the doctor believes 
is safe.

Please say som ething about a chalazion.— 
Mrs. A. B. 
A— This Is a small kind of tumor of the eyelid 
formed by distension of one of the glands which 
has retained secretion. 
If it cannot be cured by 
medical means, simple surgery may bp indicated.

I have never seen an article on bad breath, 
or halitosis, 
W ill you say som ething about this?— 
Mrs. C. S. 
A — As a matter of fact, I have written on this 
subject frequently. 
To be considered are: local 
conditions around the mouth or throat, such as 
pyorrhea; 
foods 
whose 
odors 
are 
eliminated 
through tiie breathing apparatus, such as onions 
<>r garlic; infections in the lungs or sinuses; and 
digestive disturbances. 
Sometimes all 
these 
investigations draw

blank and the problem proves virtually insolvahlc.

A— l’crhaps this name is faulty, Inasmuch as 
there does not appear to be a physical “sickness” 
involved.

I had in mind the problem of 
soft teeth or nails.

From Ice and Snow

serious foes of trees and shrubs. 1

Si- i 
lently, 
ice

T rees are som e­ 
times uprooted

other copifers 
m ay 
be cruelly I 
bent out of shape for y ears to 
come. 
Action 
now' can 
lessen such 
damage. 
Cable 
and 
brace V- 
erotches 
a n d 
long 
extended 
limbs. Remove "widow m ak e rs ' 
— broken branches hanging in a 
tree. 
T ak e out 
all w eak and ! 
dying wood 
If a tree is dead, 
quickly remove it 
If such precautions 
a re 
hot 
taken, the repair bill is likely to 
l>e costly. The first m ajo r task 
after a dam aging storm is re ­ 
moving 
fallen 
limbs 
th a t 
m ay 
have knocked out utility w ires, 
and hloclv'd roads and drives. 
Next, the harm to the trees 
must 
l)o 
corrected. 
B r o k e n j 
branches 
should 
be 
cut 
hack 
flush to the trunk. Got rid of all 
stubs. Treat 
torn areas to aid 
healing of the wounds. 
O th e r 
limbs m ay require heading in. 
The entire tree may 
have to 
l)e pruned to restore lost s y m ­ 
metry 
Care, 
including 
spring 
feeding, 
may have 
to he con­ 
tinued over m any m onths before 
a sh a tte red tree is re tu rn e d to 
\ igor. 
Protection for E vergreens 
W hen an ice or snow storm 
strikes, home owners can protect 
their prized 
evergrdon 
fo u n d a­ 
tion plantings and sm all trees 
from damage. 
Ice sto rm s usually begin w ith 
a wind-still drizzle of rain as the 
tem p eratu re hovers at a point or 
two below freezing. Do this, says 
Dr. M arshall, before the ice a c ­ 
cum ulates to the lim h-brcaking 
point and while the te m p e ra tu re 
rem ains just below 32 degrees. 
Play a stream of w a te r from a 
garden 
hose on 
the 
ice-coated 
tree or shrub. T ap w ater, usually 
w arm er 
than 
outside air, will 
m elt ice. Do not pound the tree 
to jar loose the ice. 
If snow bows low bran ch es of 
evergreens, brush it off lightly 
w ith a broom or lift one branch 
at a tim e and shake. Pounding 
a shrub with 
a stick 
can 
be 
damaging. 
Loft to accum ulate, 
snow m ay tu rn to clinging ice 
and bend evergreens and such 
sqpple trees as gray birches g ro ­ 
tesquely out of shape.

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Rochester Supervisor Reports: 
Economies Effected in 1958 
For All Town Departments 
Financial and 
Commercial 


Under the administration of 
A Richard Terwilliger, Republi­ 
can supervisor of the Town of 
Rochester, economics have been 
i ¡T cted during 1958 in all de­ 
partments to reach a goal de­ 
signed to overcome, without ad­ 
ditional costs to the taxpayers, 
a Sit.000 highway deficit which 
w as inherited from the prior 
l)r nocratic administration. 
1’he 1959 tax rate lias also 
been reduced. 
These economies, made with­ 
out loss ol services to the town, 
will permit payment of the 1955, 
1956 and 1957 highway deficit 
cinims without the necessity ol 
raising money through addition­ 
al taxes for this purpose. Ap­ 
proval of the New York State 
legislature and the governor is 
St ill iirrdi d to legalize pa> monts 
of thcsr old claims. 
Wilson Cooperates 
Assemblyman Kenneth I.. Wil­ 
son ill) lias been cooperating 
with the tow n officials and will 
again introduce necessaiv state 
Irgislution to legalize payment of 
these claims 
A hill to legalize 
lliese payments last year was 
not approved by Governor Har­ 
dman after being introduced in 
the legislature. 
While making provision in the 
1959 budget lor payment of this 
old debt, Supervisor Terwilliger, 
aided by o t h e r department 
In ads, has succeeded in reducing 
the 1959 tax rate. 
The general tax rate lias been 
is duced to $33,150 against the 
19.58 rate of $33,763 and the 
highway tax rate cut to $42,280 
Irani the 1958 rati' of $46,682. 
This reduction in the town tax 
rate was effected in the face of 
an increased county budget. 
Supervisor Terwilliger stated 
that the decreased town budget 
would not eliminate any of the 
necessaiv services to his towns­ 
people. 
Kconomics Effected 
At the annual meeting of the 
Town of Rochester town board 
on December 31, a resolution was 
presented and adopted unan- 
ilnously rescinding a resolution 
of November 7, 1958, which had 
i equ sted 1 he legisla) lire to pei - 
mit borrowing funds to meet the 
old claim. At that time it was 
anticipated borrowing might be 
necessary. 
The resolution rescinding the 
borrowing clause, stated that the 
unpaid claims 
payable 
from 
Highway Funds in the amount 
ol $14.164 68, incurred during the 
years of 1955, 1956 and 1957, re­ 
mained unpaid. That at 
the 
< los< of business on December 
31, 1958. the Town of Rochester 
Highwav Fund had an unex­ 
pected balance of $29,955.12. Of 
l his amount $5,187.15 was re ap­ 
propriate <1 to tir 1959 Highway 
Rude t and there remained a net 
balance of $24,767.97 available 
in the Highway Fund. In view 
el this situation the board re­ 
solved to authorize the super­ 
visor to requ st legislation be in­ 
troduced during during the 1959 
session of the state legislature to 
[>crinit payment of the old un­ 
paid claims against the town­ 
ship 
The resolution offered by 
Supervisor Terwilliger and sec­ 
onded by 
Justice Abram D. 
Smith 
(R) was unanimously 
adopt ed 
Superintendent of Highways 
Richard 
Gray 
-R) 
deserves 
“much credit 
for economical 
operation of his department" 
Supervisor Terwilliger said. 
Supervisor Terwilliger pointed 
out 
that important 
improve­ 
ments m buy ing methods elimin­ 
ating unnecessary expenditures 


and 
reappointment 
of 
funds 
raised for Erwin Road projects 
have led to reduction in the 1959 
town budget of approximately 
$12,000, including I x»t t he Gen­ 
eral and Highway budgets. 
Terwilliger pointed out that 
the Erwin program as originally 
scheduled consisted of 5% miles 
of road construction, but after 
conference with officials of the 
state government who adminis­ 
ter the Erwin program, it was 
recommended that the program 
be reduced to comply with tfie 
average mileage the town has 
been able to construct since it 
entered the plan seven years 
ago, and which is an average of 
3.3 miles. In the 1959 budget the 
town lK>ard has provided tor 1 
miles of construction under the 
Erwm Elan and the board hopes 
to complete the scheduled proj­ 
ects, Terwilliger stated.

have longer coffee breaks.” 
"Here a boy on a date asks a 
girl what she would like to do. In 
England he has a plan and tells 
her what they will do. But Ameri­ 
can boys, on the whole, are more 
enterprising." 
The girls, Hilary Birley and 
Cecily Thompson, both 22, landed 
in this country in September, 1957, 
with $280 each and a determina­ 
tion to see the United States. They 
drew up their tour with the help 
of Manpower, Inc., an organiza­ 
tion specializing in providing in­ 
dustrial firms with skilled em ­ 
ployes on a part-time or emer­ 
gency basis. 
Held Over 40 Jobs 
In their journey across America 
and back the two girls held some 
40 jobs and earned about $2,200 
each. 
"We held about every type of 
job you can imagine," said Hil­ 
ary. "We waited on tables in As­ 
pen. Colo. We mixed drinks at a 
convention in San Francisco, we 
made surveys in Minneapolis, we 
worked as secretaries in several 
cities." 
" P e o p l e 
everywhere 
were 
friendly and willing to give us 
jobs,” said Cecily. "We could 
have earned a lot more, but we 
took a number of vacations so we 
could get to see more.” 
The girls bought a second-hand 
car in San Francisco for $160— 
"we named it Celeste”—and drove 
it 9.000 miles. They then reluctant­ 
ly sold it to a Minneapolis junk 
dealer for $30 rather than invest 
$50 more to repair it. 
Their Biggest Blow 
The high-spirited girls said the 
biggest blow to their pride came 
in Aspen when they overheard a 
chef grumble: "I wish those girls 
would learn to speak English."

In short, the northerners argue: 
Until new rules are adopted, the 
Senate will not be operating un­ 
der Rule No. 22 or any other pre­ 
vious r u le hut only under parlia­ 
m entary law.

But some of that popularity, as 
well as prestige elsewhere in Latin 
America, likely will be lost if 
Washington drags its feet about 
recognizing the new provisional 
government of Cuba. 
Hurt Cause 
By banning the shipment of 
arms to Fulgencio Batista's gov­ 
ernment during the revolution, the 
United States seriously hurt the 
dictator's cause. In Cuba it was 
considered the United States ac­ 
tually had sided with Fidel Cas­ 
tro's rebels, 
particularly since

That built up goodwill for the 
U.S. government. But Washington 
likely would surrender some of 
that goodwill if it lets the Soviet 
Union and other Communist coun­ 
tries grab the distinction of being 
the first to recognize the new re­ 
gime. 
The United States has seldom 
in modern history been on the side 
I of popular revolution in the non- 
j Communist world. And it has had 
little hesitation in the past in rec­ 
ognizing regimes brought to pow­ 
er through military coups d'etat.
